The convention was called to order 
by J . W. Maoy, distriot chairman, a gen- 
tleman who ia somewhat longer than he 
is wide, bnt capable and level-headed. 
The permanent chairman, Mr. Ferry o. 
Heath, wields a p-*n with far m oreabil- 
ity than a gavel. 
We have » « on better 
presiding officers than Mr. Heath. 
A. 
M. Sinks, of the Conuer.ville Times, was 
made principal secretary. 
—The New Salem Band, although not 
in practice, was easily the best of the 
four or fife in attendance. 
The boys 
play well and with great spirit. 
—It was a good-looking con ven tion - 
well-behaved, enthusiastic, and good- 
natured. 
—The 
nominating 
speeches 
were 
rather better than such addresses usual­ 
ly are 
The five-minute rule, although 
not strictly enforced, improved them 
greatlv. 
They contained a good deal of 
condensed history aud biography, and 
some embroidered wind. 
That of J ohn 
K Gowdy, nominating J udge Cullen, 
left off all frills, aud was the plain state­ 
ment, in substance, that Rush county 
had no sore toes, rd^avs supported the 
candidate, and William A. Cullen was 
her choice. 
— At tho conclusion of this function, 
there was a motion to adjourn, which 
did not meet with favor. 
Everybody 
hungered and thirsted for a ballot, to 
test, the strength of the candidates, and 
to develop the “ overhaug” of Randolph 
and Fayette, the only two counties with­ 
out candidates. 
Between them they 
had 6 6 votes, aud it wus a mighty inter­ 
esting question where they would go. 
'lo gratify present curiosity, as well 
as to serve the purposes of history, the 
results of the several ballotings are ap­ 
pended in d etail: 
— While J udge Cullen missed the 
nomination for Congress, he lost noth­ 
ing besides. 
His canvass was open and 
honorable, and his submission to the ac­ 
tion of the convention good-natured, 
maulv and dignified. 
His speech at the 
close was the best in thought and tem­ 
per, by large odds, made at New Castle. 
11 rose above personal issues and per­ 
sonal feelings into an eloquent restate­ 
ment of Republican principles, which 
kindled his large audieLCe into enthusi­ 
asm. 
In defeat he is a stronger man 
to-day than when the convention met. 
The Sixth District knows him better, 
and knows bim to bis advantage. 
—The graceful hospitality of Mr. Wm. 
H. Elliott, of the New Castle Courier, 
and his charming wife, added very much 
to the comfort aud ple asure of the vis­ 
iting newspaper m« u. 
—Rash o >uoty Republicans will fall 
into line, and give Mr. J ohnson an old- 
time Rush county majority.

Mrs. Sarah Robinson, relict of the 
late Hon. J ohn L. Robinson, died at her 
home in Indianapolis last Monday af­ 
ternoon. 
The news, although not un­ 
expected to the large circle of friends in 
Rushville and vioinity, was none the 
less sad. 
For several years past Mrs. 
Robinson had been a very great sufferer. 
Being unable to assume the recumbent 
position, she spent long and weary 
nights in her chair. 
For a long time 
she had almost entirely lost her hearing. 
A few weeks since she met with an 
nnfortnnate accident receiving a frao- 
ture of the neck of the thigh bone. 
This, added to her previous helpless 
condition, made her case sad indeed. 
The shock to her system was so great 
that it soon became manifest to her 
friencU that it must soon terminate her 
life. 
Her granddaughter, Dr. J ulia Hib- 
ben, was her professional attendant, 
and was constantly and devotedly at her 
bedside, giving her the best skill known 
to medical and snrgical science.

A ccep ted . 
Rio J a n e ir o, Ma rch 31.—The provis­ 
iona l government ha s issned the follow­ 
ing decree: 
W h e r e a s , To the detrim ent of public 
order and tranq uility , false reports and 
a la rming rum ors hav e 
been circulated 
w ith the m anifest and unpatriotic object 
of fav oring censurable speculations; 
W h e r e a s , Such reports and rum ors are 
highly injurious to the foreign credit of 
B razil, w eak ening confidence in the sta­ 
bility of our institutio ns, and in the se­ 
curity of the obligations contracted by 
the nation: 
W he re a s, These reports and rum ors are 
m oreov er intended to cause alarm and 
panic am ong our fellow citizens who, w ith 
thorough confidence and perfect tra nq uil­ 
ity , hav e, thro ugho ut 
the length and 
breadth of the land, accepted the new 
order of things; 
W h e r e a s , It is the duty of those clothed 
w ith autho rity to prev ent and remov e All 
causes of social disturbance, assuring and 
guaranteeing order,w hich is indispensable 
to the free and law ful ex ercise of ev ery 
species of activ ity , and to the dev elop­ 
m ent of N ational progress; 
W h e r e a s , The prev alence of personal 
and slanderous reports is intended rather 
to bring the gov ernm ent into disrepute, 
and by w eak ening the confidence of the 
people in their rulers to fav or subv ersiv e 
plots, than to inform and guide public 
opinion in regard to the acts of the said 
gov ernm ent; 
W h e r e a s , The gov ernm ent, w hile not 
desiring to prev ent or hinder the ex ercise 
of the ack now ledged right to discuss its 
acts, cannot v iew w ith indifference the 
pertinacious and crim inal conduct of those 
who seek in ev ery way to create anarchy 
and prom ote disorder; and, 
W he re a s, Such conduct, in its v ery 
conception, in an abnorm al state of affairs 
such as still ex ists in Brazil, dem ands 
m easures of an ex cepti nal character for 
their efficient and thorough repression and 
for the m aintenance of order; 
T h e r e f o r e , M arshal M anv el Dodoro da 
Fonseca, child of the prov isional gov ern­ 
m ent instituted by the arm y and nav y in 
the nam e of the nation, hereby decrees: 
A rticle 1. To the prov isions of decree 
No. —, ofJJDec. 28 , 18 8 9, are subject all per­ 
sons who originate or aid in circulating, 
by m eans of the press or telegraph, or in 
any other way , in B razil or in foreign 
countries, 
false 
reports aad alarm ing 
rum ors, such as hefer, for instance, to the 
dicipline of the troops, to the stability of 
the institutio ns of the country , and to 
public order. 
A rticle 2. From this prov ision is ex ­ 
cluded w ritten or v erbal criticism , howev er 
severe it m ay be, of the gov ernm ent’s a cts, 
to r purpose of ex posing, correcting and pre­ 
venting a dministra tive errors, prov iding 
it be free from personalities and defam a­ 
tion. 
A rticle 3. W hen the offense shall be 
com m itted in any place bey ond the lim its 
of the Federal capital, the offender shall 
be arrested and conv ey ed to the said capi­ 
ta l for the purpose of being there tried by 
the trib unal constituted by the said de­ 
cree. 
A rticle 4. All prov isions to the contrary 
a re hereby repealed. 
The m inister and secretary of state for 
the departm ent of justice w ill cause this 
decree to be ex ecuted. 
The decree of Dec. 28 , 18 39, to which 
the present decree refers, wa s issued, ft 
will be remembered, shortly a fter the 
mutiny of the Second regiment of a rtil­ 
lery . 
By tha t decree persons commit­ 
ting offenses therein specified a re consid­ 
ered guilty of milita ry sedition a nd must 
suffer the pena lties with which this 
crime is punisha ble. 
The crime is a c- 
cora injj to milita ry forms, before a mili­ 
ta ry tribuna l instituted by the govern­ 
ment. 
The offenses specified in the de­ 
cree a re a s follows: 
F irst—C onspiring against the republic 
and its gov ernm ent. 
Second—A dv ising, aiding or abetting, 
by word, w riting or deed, civ il rev olt or 
m ilitary insubordination. 
T hird—A ttem pting by any species of 
instigation to lead officers or soldiers into 
acts contrary to their duty to their superi­ 
ors or hostile to the republican form of 
gov ernm ent. 
F o urth—C irculating in the arm y and 
nav y false and subv ersiv e ideas in such a 
m anner as to ex cite unfriendly feelings 
tow ard the republic. 
F ifth—P rom oting intox ication am ong 
the soldiers for the purpose of leading 
them into acts of insubordination. 
M ona rchica l O rga n Suspends. 
When the decree of Dec*. 23 wa s issued 
the editor of The Tribuna Libera l, orga n 
of the la st mona rchica l ministry , a lleg­ 
ing tha t its provisions were destructive 
of the freedom of the press, disc ontinued 
the publica tion of his pa per. 
His ene­ 
mies. however, sa y tha t the rea son a l­ 
leged wa s a mere pretext, a nd tha t the 
pa per rea lly died from a wa nt of mea ns. 
The other pa pers, a lrea dy very gua rded 
in their tone, beca me still more so, a nd 
the discussion of politica l ma tters wa s 
a lmost exclusively confined to priva te 
circles. 
In these, however, it beca me more a nd 
more lively a nd a ll sorts of reports were 
kept in circulation, ma ny of them caus­ 
ing no little of a nnoy a nce to the minis­ 
ters a nd their 
friends were reaching 
their ea rs. 
Then there a rose a feeling 
fa vora ble to the freedom of the press. 
One of the first persons to give open ex­ 
pression to this reeling was the m inister 
of a griculture, who, in a n a ddress made 
before an association in this city , took 
occa sion to sa y tha t no one a spiring to 
govern a free people should 
interfere 
with the liberty of the press, and that 
the only correctiv e for the a buse of this 
liberty is to be found in public opinion. 
Although this* minister shortly a fter­ 
wa rds went out of office the idea re­ 
ma ined. On Feb. 15, a t a dinner given 
to the ex-minister, the minister of wa r 
spoke to the sa me effect, a nd a few da y s 
a fterwa rds the officia l pa per published a 
decla ra tion tha t the decree of Dec. 23 
wa s not intended to restrict the liberty 
of the press. 
Since then the tone of the 
press ha s become much bolder, a nd some 
very violent a rticles a ga inst the govern­ 
ment ha ve been published. 
Rumors of 
a ll kinds ha ve continued to circula te, 
a nd some of them ha ve found their wa y 
into the press.

To the Editor of t h e R e p u b l i c a n : 
The Calamity and Mortgage party are 
try ing to mak e us farmers believe that 
we are hopelessly in debt, and can never 
pay out. 
N.w, I believe that ior three 
miles north and south and five miles 
east and west—an area of fifteen square 
miles—is not mortgaged to tne extent 
of five per cent. 
In fact, I k now of but 
one farm in all that region which has a 
mortgage on it. 
Democrats try to mak e us believe that 
the robber tariff will ruin us. 
Let us 
look back to the days of Martin Van- 
Buren, when the bubble of Andrew 
Jack son’s local bank s burst. 
In the fall of 1837, pork sold in Cin­ 
cinnati tor $7.50 per hundred, net. 
But 
the bubble burst, and so did the people, 
and so did the State of Indiana. 
The 
tariff of 1824 had been repealed. 
The 
United States Bank bill had been vetoed, 
and general calamity prevailed. 
The 
State’s credit was gone. 
It could not 
borrow money. 
It could not pay the 
interest on what it had borrowed before. 
It had to issue scrip bearing six per 
cent, interest, and could not redeem it 
until after the Butler bill had been 
passed, giving up all the public work s 
then owned by the State, including the 
Wabash k Erie canal, and ail lands ceded 
by the United States for its completion. 
The bond-holders gave up one-half of 
the State’s debt, and lowered the inter­ 
est on the other half. 
Then, under Democratic rule, up to 
1860 the State debt had gone up to near­ 
ly $11,000,000. 
Then, under Republi­ 
can rule through the war, the debt was 
nearly wiped out. 
But under the ad­ 
ministration of Isaac P. Gray it was in­ 
creased $3,000,000 
He recommended 
not to tax the people, but borrow the 
money and mortgage the State. 
So the 
debt increased under his administration 
over $2,000 a day , Sunday and Monday, 
besides what taxes we paid. 
After the bubble burst in 1837, pork 
ran down. 
In 1841, Wm. Spark s, of 
Connersville, and myself sold seven 
hundred hogs in Cincinnati for $1.87$ 
per hundred, net, after it had hung over 
night. 
I work ed a whole y ear for Ben. 
Ross, in the prime of my life, putting in 
two harvests, for $120. Soon afterwards, 
I bought a Sunday coat of John Wil­ 
liams. in Everton, and paid $25.75 for 
it—or two months and a half and two 
day s for one coat. 
How many coats 
will two months and fifteen day s’ work 
now buy , under the robber tariff? 
In 1843 I had an interest in a little 
store in Alquina, and bought eggs at 
two cents a dozen, butter at six cents 
per prund, and sold Merrimac calico at 
thirty cents per y ard. 
Therefore, it 
would tak e five pounds of butter or fif­ 
teen dozen of eggs to buy one y ard of 
calico. A hen would have to labor and 
sweat and cack le a hundred and eighty 
day s to buy her mistress one y ard of 
calico. 
There were no strik es in those 
day s; but. it seems to me, a hen could 
not have been blamed if she had gone on 
a strik e. 
In the Fall of 1843 I built a dwelling 
house for Jack Reed, below Conners­ 
ville, containing three large rooms and 
a porch on one side. 
I dressed all the 
stuff by hand, and got $110 for the job, 
tak ing corn the next Spring in part pay 


at ten cents per bushel, delivered at 
Noll’s mill. 
In 1846 I built Root’s factory in Con­ 
nersville, 34 feet wide, 84 feet long, 
three stories high, with a hundred and 
five windows in it, furnished part of the 
heavy framing timbers, dressed all the 
lumber by hand, and boarded myself 
and men. 
I got $645, and took three- 
fourths of it in his manufactured goods, 
pay ing from 30 to 40 cents per y ard for 
flannel by wholesale, and casinetts and 
other things in proportion. 
I paid my 
journey men work men from thirty -seven 
and a half to fifty cents per day, and 
boarded them. 
I got them to tak e an 
much of the goods as I could, and 
traded some to Eber Bateman for other 
dry goods and groceries, and peddled 
the balance over thecouutry . 
This was 
done without any robber tariff. 
In those days I never saw a carpet. I 
never heard of a buggy till in 1839 . 
A 
man said that two men came toKnights- 
town in a buggy . 
I did not k now what 
it was. 
I did not think it was a boat, 
as Blue river was not considered a navi­ 
gable stream ; but thought it was some 
k ink of rolling stock drawn by horses or 
oxen. 
Tne farmers’ wives and daughters 
often walk ed from two to four miles to 
meeting, in those days, and in summer 
time would carry their shoes and stock ­ 
ings in their hands till they came in 
sight of the meeting house; and would 
pull them off after starting home. 
If 
the robber tariff had come along in those 
days, and let them have calico at five 
cents a y ard, and given them twenty-five 
cents a pound for butter, and fifteen 
cents a dozen for eggs, they could have 
afforded to have worn their shoes all the 
way. 
And if cattle had been worth 
$4.70 and hogs $4.30, gross, and wheat 
9 0ie., (as quoted in y esterday ’s Journal), 
they might have done as a Democratic 
speak er once said in Alquina, about the 
nabobs “ riding about in their sofey s,” 
they might have ridden to meeting. 
I went with two loads of flour to Ham­ 
ilton, was out three days and two nights 
each time, and got $15 a load for it. 
I 
had to tak e feed and provisions along 
ar d sleep on the floor before the fire, or 
I would have had hardly any thing left 
when I got home. 
Now, I don’t think the robber tariff is 
the cause of the people’s indebtedness, 
but, rather, extravagance. 
We want fine 
houses, and if we don’t go “ riding about 
in our sofey s,” we want them in our par­ 
lors, and Brussels carpet, and a fine 
organ or a piano, with other things to 
correspond. 
And we want a fine new 
carriage, or one freshly varnished, to 
ride to town in every Saturday ; and cur 
wives and daughters dressed in silk * 
and Dew bonnets, nicely trimmed with 
feathers, ribbons and veils, to walk side 
by side with the wives and daughters of 
the lawyers and merchants of the city. 
And we must have a nice brick school- 
house in every district. 
If we have a 
good frame house, the Trustee must sell 
it, or tear it down and build with brick . 
We have as good a right to a brick 
school-house as the rest; and then we 
pay our teacher from $2 to $2.50 for a 
day of six hours, some times not more 
than five children, and from that to 
twenty-five. 
This mak es the tuition 
come about as high as to send them off 
to college, if it was not for the board. 
But it is the robber tariff! Let us 
get back to the good old Democratic 
days when we can again buy iron at from 
$80 to $100 a ton, and sell corn at ten 


cents a bushel; and plow with the old 
bar-sheer plow, with the wooden mold- 
board ; or the bull-plow, half wood and 
iron ; and reap the wheat with the sick le, 
or cut it with the cradle. 
Oh how I 
weep for those days ! 
Well, I will quit, or my Democratic 
friends will weep their eyes out.

[ Am erican Protective Tariff League.] 
When confronted by the fact that Pro­ 
tection advances and k eeps up wages, 
the tree trade attorney , true to his habit 
of 
following 
“surface 
indications,” 
points to what be calls the unprotected 
business of the carpenter, the mason, the 
black smith, etc., and cites the fact that 
these callings command higher wages 
than are paid in some of the industries 
recognizeo by our tariff laws. 
This con­ 
stant reiteration of what every one giv­ 
ing the subject proper thought must see 
has no parallel application, can deceive 
none but the most unwary . 
A sufficient 
reply is found in the fact that the classes 
of mechanics 
enumerated have 
ti e 
mouoplv in their liues of work , as they 
are shielded from foreign competition 
by conditions that render it impossible 
to import ready -made houses, to shoe 
horses or repair wagons and machinery 
in other countries, even if foreigners 
stood ready to do the work for nothiDg. 
Brick lay ers, carpenters, painters, black ­ 
smiths, and similar occupations are pro­ 
tected by conditions that place foreign 
competition ont of the question, and it 
is this fact, together with the further 
one that in the building trades the time 
for outdoor work is limited to the mild­ 
er seasons of the y ear, that insures to 
such work men better wages for the time 
that they are employ ed. 
True, the 
farmer could send his team to Canada 
to be shod and his machinery to Europe 
for repairs without violating any law ex­ 
cept the law of common sense, but he 
finds it more economical to pay higher 
prices to his neighbors than mechanics 
at a distance might be willing to work 
for—and this affords tor that class of 
work ers the very best of protection. 
The men in these absolutely protected 
occupations should be the last to refuse 
to accord statute prorection to those of 
their fellow work men whose callings are 
exposed to the competition of foreigners.

m y text are called the “ glory of Leb a­ 
non. ” In anim ate n atu re felt the effects 
of the first transgression. 
W hen Ev e 
touched the forb idden tree, it seems as 
if the sinful contact had sm itten not 
only that tree, b u t as if the air caught 
the p ollution from the leav es, and as 
if the sap had carried the v irus dow n 
into the v ery soil until the entire earth 
reeked w ith the lep rosy. 
U nder that 
sinful touch n atu re w ithered. 
The in ­ 
anim ate creation, as if aw are of the 
dam age done it, sent up the thorn and 
b rier and nettle to w ound and fiercely 
op p ose the hum an race. 
THE MILLENIUM. 
Now as the p hysical earth felt the 
effects of the first transgression, so it 
shall also feel the effect of the Sav 
tour’s mission. 
As from that one tree 
in 
Paradise a 
b light 
w ent 
forth 
through the entire earth, so from one 
tree on C alv ary an other force shall 
sp eed out to interp enetrate and check, 
sub due and ov erride, the. ev il. 
In the 
end it shall b e found that the tree of 
C alv ary has m ore p otency than the 
tree of Paradise. 
As the nations are 
ev angelized, I thin k a corresp onding 
change will b e effected in the natural 
world. 
I v erily b eliev e tha t the trees, 
and the b irds, and the riv ers, and the 
skies will hav e their m illenium . 
If 
m an’s sin affected the ground, and the 
v egetation, and the atm osp here, shall 
C hrist’8 w ork b e less p ow erful or less 
extensiv e? 
Doub tless God w ill take the irregu 
larity and fierceness from the ele­ 
m ents, so as to m ake them congenial 
to the race, yet to b e so sym m etrical 
and ev angelized. 
The ground shall 
not b e so lav ish of weeds and so grudge 
ful of grain. 
Soils w hich now hav e 
p eculiar p rocliv ities tow ard certain 
form s of ev il p roduction will b e de 
liv ered from their b esetting sins. Steep 
m ountains, p lowed dow n into m ore 
radual ascent, shall b e girdled w ith 
ocks of sheep and shocks of corn. 
The wet m arsh shall b ecome the deep 
grassed m eadow. 
C attle shall eat u n ­ 
harm ed b y cav erns once haunted of 
wild b easts. C hildren w ill b uild p lay­ 
houses in w hat was once a cav e of ser­ 
p ents, and, as the S crip ture saith, “ The 
weaned child shall p ut his hand on the 
cockatrice’s d en .” 
Oh, w hat harv ests shall he reap ed 
when neither drouth, nor excessiv e 
rain, nor m ildew, nor infesting insects 
shall arrest the grow th, and the u t­ 
m ost cap acity of the fields for p roduc­ 
tion shall b e tested b y an intelligent 
and athletic yeom anry. 
T hrift and 
com p etency characterizing the w orld’s 
inhab itants, their dw elling p laces shall 
b e graceful and healthy and adorned. 
Tree and arb or and grov e around 
ab out will look as if Adam and Ev e 
had got b ack to Paradise. G reat cities, 
now neglected and unw ashed, shall b e 
orderly, adorned w ith architectural 
sym m etry and connected w ith far dis­ 
tan t seap orts b y p resent modes of 
transp ortation carried to their greatest 
p erfection, or b y new inv entions yet 
to sp ring up out of the w ater or drop 
from the a ir at the b eck of a Morse or 
a R ob ert F u lton b elonging to future 
generations. 
Isaiah in m y text seems 
to look forw ard to the fu tu re condi­ 
tion of the p hysical earth as a condi­ 
tion of great b eauty and excellence, 
and then p rop hesies tha t as the stron g­ 
est and m ost ornam ental tim b er in 
Leb anon was b rought dow n to Je ru sa ­ 
lem and constructed into the ancient 
tem p le, so all tha t is b eautiful and ex­ 
cellent in the p hysical earth shall yet 
contrib ute to the church now b eing 
b uilt in the world. 
“ The glory of 
Leb anon shall come unto the e ; the fir 
tre e ; the p ine tree, and the b ox to­ 
gether, to b eautify the p lace of m y 
sanctuary.” 
MUCH 
OF 
THY 
PROPHECY 
ALREADY 
FULFILLED. 
M uch of this p rop hecy has already 
b een fulfilled, and I p roceed to some 
p ractical rem arks up on the contrib u­ 
tions w hich the natu ral world is m ak­ 
ing to the kingdom of God, and then 
draw som e inferences. 
The first con­ 
trib ution tha t nature giv es to the 
church is her testim ony in b ehalf of 
the tru th of C hristianity. 
T his is an 
age of p rofound research. N ature can ­ 
not ev ade m en’s inquiries as once. 
In 
chem ist’s lab oratory she is p ut to tor­ 
ture and com p elled to giv e up her 
m ysteries. 
H idden law s hav e come 
out of their hid in g p lace. 
The earth 
and the heav ens, since they hav e b een 
ransacked b y geologist and b otanist 
and astronom er, ap p ear so different 
from w hat they once w ere tha t they 
m ay b e called “ the new heav ens and 
the new e a rth.” 
This research and discov ery w ill 
hav e p ow erful effect up on the relig­ 
ious world. 
They m ust either adv ance 
or arrest C hristianity, m ake m en b et­ 
ter or 
m ake them 
worse, b e the 
chu rch’s 
honor 
or 
the 
c hu rc h’s 
ov erthrow . Christian* aware of this 
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in the early ages of discov ery, were 
nerv ous and fearful as to the p rogress 
of science. 
They feared that some 
natu ral law, b efore unknow n, w ould 
suddenly sp ring into harsh collision 
w ith C hristianity. 
G unp ow der and 
the gleam of sw ords w ould not so m uch 
hav e b een feared b y religionists as 
electric b atteries, v oltaic p iles an d as­ 
tronom ical ap p aratus. 
It was feared 
that Moses an a the p rop hets w ould b e 
run ov er b y skep tical chem ists and 
p hilosop hers. 
Some of the follow ers 
of A ristotle, after the inv ention of the 
telescop e, refused to look throu gh that 
instrum ent, lest w hat they saw w ould 
ov erthrow the teachings of that great 
hilosop her. 
B ut the C hristian re- 
igion has no such ap p rehension now. 
B ring on your telescop es and m icro­ 
scop es 
and 
sp ectroscop es—and 
the 
m ore the b etter. 
The God of nature 
is the God of the Bib le, and in all the 
univ erse and in all the eternities he 
has nev er once contradicted him self. 
C hristian m erchants endow u n iv er­ 
sities, and in them C hristian p rofess 
ors instruct the children of C hristian 
com m unities. 
The w arm est and m ost 
enthusiastic friends of C hrist are the 
b rav est and m ost enthusiastic friends 
of science. 
The chu rch rejoices as 
m uch ov er ev ery discov ery as the 
w orld rejoices. Good m en hav e found 
that there is no w ar b etw een science 
and religion. 
T hat w hich a t first has 
seemed to b e the weap on of the infidel 
has turned out to he the w eap on of the 
C hristian. 
SCIENCE IS FOR CHRISTIANITY. 
Scientific discussions m ay b e div ided 
into those w hich are concluded and 
those w hich are %till in p rogress, de­ 
p ending for decisiou up on future in ­ 
v estigation. 
Those w hich are con­ 
cluded hav e inv ariab ly rendered their 
v erdict for C hristianity, and we hav e 
faith to b eliev e that those w hich are 
still in p rosecution w ill come to as fa­ 
v orab le a conclusion. 
The great sys­ 
tem s of error are failin g b efore these 
discov eries. They hav e crushed ev ery­ 
thin g hut the Bib le, and that they 
hav e estab lished. 
M oham m edanism 
and p aganism in their ten thousand 
form s hav e b een p rov ed false and b y 
great n atu ral laws show n to he im p o­ 
sitions. 
Buried cities hav e b een ex­ 
hum ed and the tru th of God found 
w ritten on their coffin lids. 
B artlett, 
R ob inson and L ayard hav e b een not 
m ore the ap oatles of scieuce than the 
ap ostles of religion. 
The dum b lip s 
of the p yram ids hav e op ened to p reach 
the 
gosp el. 
E xp editions hav e b een 
fitted out for Palestine, and exp lorers 
hav e com e b ack to say that they hav e 
found am ong m ountains and am ong 
ru in s and on the shore of w aters liv ­ 
ing and u n dying ev idences of our 
glorious C hristianity. 
Men who hav e gone to Palestine in ­ 
fidels hav e come hack C hristians. Thev 
w ho were b lind and deaf to the tru tn 
a t hom e hav e seemed to see C hrist 
again p reaching up on O liv et, and hav e 
b eheld in v iv id im agination the Son 
of God again w alking the hills ab out 
Jerusalem . 
C av iglia once rejected the 
tru th, b ut afterw ard said, “ I cam e to 
E gyp t, and the Scrip tures and the 
p yram ids conv erted m e.” 
W hen I 
was in Bey rout, Syria, last Decemb er, 
our b elov ed A m erican 
m issionary, 
Rev . Dr. Jessup , told m e of his friend 
who m et a skep tic at Jop p a, the seap ort 
of Jerusalem , and the unb eliev er said 
to his friend: “ I am going into the 
H oly L and to show up the folly of the 
C hristian religion. 
I am going to 
v isit all the so-called ‘sacred p laces,’ 
and w rite them up , and show the world 
that the New T estam ent is an im p o­ 
sition up on 
the w orld’s cred u lity.” 
M onths after, Dr. Jessu p ’s friend m et 
the 
skep tic 
at 
B ev rout, after 
he 
had com p leted his jou rn ey through 
the 
H oly 
Land. 
“ W ell, 
how 
is 
it?” said 
the 
aforesaid 
gentlem an 
to the skep tic. 
The answ er was: “ I 
hav e seen it all, and 
I tell 
you 
tiie Bib le is true! 
Yes, it is all tru e!” 
The m an who w ent to destroy cam e 
b ack to defend. 
A fter w hat I m yself 
saw d u rin g m y recent ab sence, I con­ 
clude that an y one w ho can go through 
the H oly L and and rem ain an unb e­ 
liev er is either a b ad m an or an im ­ 
b ecile. 
God em p loyed m en to w rite 
the Bib le, b ut he took m any of the 
sam e tru ths w hich they recorded, and 
with hisow n alm ighty hand he gouged 
them into the 
pocks, and drov e them 
dow n into dism al dep ths, and, as docu­ 
m ents are p ut in the corner stone of a 
tem p le, so in the v ery foundation of 
the earth he folded up and p laced the 
records of heav enly tru th. 
The e a rth’s 
corn erston e was laid, like tha t of other 
sacred edifices, in the nam e of the F a­ 
ther, and of the Son, and of the H oly 
Ghost. T he a u thorof rev elation, stan d ­ 
ing am ong the great strata, looked 
up on Moses, and said, “ Let us record 
for future ages the w orld’s history; you 
w rite it there on ixap yrus; I will w rite 
it here on the b owlders. 
NATURE’S INVALUABLE CONTRIBUTION TO 
CHRISTIANITY. 
A gain, nature offers an inv aluab le 
contrib ution to C hristianity b y the 
illustration she m akes of div ine tru th. 
The insp ired w riters reized up on the 
adv antages offered 
b y the natural 
world. 
Trees and riv ers and clouds 
and rocks b roke forth into holv and 
enthusiastic utterances. W ould C hrist 
set forth the strength of faith, he 
p oints to the sycam ore, whose roots 
sp read out and strike dow n and clinch 
tnem selv es am id great dep ths of earth, 
and he said that faith was strong 
enough to tear that up b y the roots. 
A t H aw arden, E ngland, Mr. G lad­ 
stone, w hile show ing m e his trees d u r­ 
ing a p rolonged w alk throu gh his m ag­ 
nificent p ark, p ointed out a sycam ore, 
and w ith a wav e of the hand said, “ In 
you r v isit to the H oly L and did you 
see any sycam ore m ore im p ressiv e 
than that?’' I confessed tha t I had not. 
Its b ranches were not m ore rem ark­ 
ab le than its roots. 
It was to such a 
tree as that Jesus p ointed w hen he 
would illustrate the p ow er of faith. 
“ Ye m ight say unto this sycam ore 
tree, Be thou p lucked up b y the root 
and he thou cast into the sea, and it 
w ould ob ey you .” 
One reason w hy 
C hrist has fascinated the w orld as no 
other teacher is b ecause instead of 
using sev ere argu m en t he was alw ays 
tellin g how som ething in the sp iritual 
w orld ws& like un to som ething in the 
n atu ral world. 
O h these w onderful 
“ likes” of ou r Lord! 
L ike a grain of 
m ustard seed. 
lik e a treasure hid in 


a fleia. 
uiRe a m erchan t seeking 
goodly p earls. 
Like unto a net that 
was cast into the sea. 
Like u n to a 
householder. 
EXPRESSIVE IMAGERY. 
W ould D av id set forth the freshness 
and b eauty of genuine C hristian c ha r­ 
acter—he sees an eagle startin g from 
its nest ju st after the m oulting season, 
its old feathers shed, and its w ings and 
b reast decked w ith new dow n and 
p furnes, its b ody as finely feathered as 
that of her you n g ones ju st b eginning 
to try the sp eed of their wrings. 
T hus 
rejuv enated and rep lum ed is the C hris­ 
tian s faith and hop e b y ev erv season 
of com m union w ith God. “ T hy youth 
is renew ed like the eagle’s.” 
W ould 
Solom on rep resent the annoyance of a 
contentious w om an’s tongue, he p oints 
to a leakage in the top of his house or 
tent, w here, throu ghou t the storm y 
day, the w ater com es through, falling 
up on the floor—drip ! drip ! drip ! and 
he says, “ A continual drip p ing in a 
v ery rainy day and a contentious wo­ 
m an are alik e.” 
W ould C hrist set 
forth the character of those w ho m ake 
great p rofession of p iety, hut hav e no 
fruit, he com p ares them to b arren fig 
trees, w hich hav e 
v ery large and 
show y 
leav es, 
and 
n othin g 
b ut 
leav es. 
W ould 
Job 
illustrate de­ 
ceitful 
friendship s, 
he 
sp eaks of 
b rooks in 
those clim es, tha t 
w ind 
ab out 
in 
different 
directions, and 
d ry up w hen 
you 
w ant to drink 
ou t of them : “ My b rethren hav e dealt 
deceitfully as a b rook, and as the 
stream of b rooks they p ass aw ay.” 
Joo m axes ail n atu ral oojects p ay 
trib u te to the royalty of his hook. 
As 
you go throu gh som e chap ters of Job 
you feel as if it w ere a b right sp ring 
m orning, and as you see the glitterin g 
drop s from the grass under you r feet, 
v ou say w ith tha t p atriarch, “ W ho 
hath b egotten the drop s of the dew?” 
A nd now, as you read on, you seem 
in the silent m idnight to b ehold the 
w av ing of a great light up on v our 
p ath, and you look up to find it the 
au rora b orealis, w hich Job describ ed 
so long ago as “ the b right light in the 
clouds and the sp lendor tha t com eth 
out of the n orth.” 
As you read on 
there is darkness hu rtlin g in the heav ­ 
ens, and the show ers b reak loose till 
the b irds fly for hid in g p lace and the 
m ountain torrents in red fu ry foam 
ov er the rocky shelv in g; and w ith the 
sam e p oet you exclaim , “ W ho c*m 
num b er the clouds in wisdom, or w ho 
can 
stay 
the 
b ottles of 
heav en?” 
As 
you 
read 
on 
you 
feel you r­ 
self com ing in frosty clim es, and, 
in fancy, w ading throu gh the snow, 
you say, 
w ith 
that sam e insp ired 
w riter, “ H ast thou entered into the 
treasures of the snow ?” 
A nd w hile 
the sharp sleet driv es in you r face, and 
the hail stings you r cheek, you quote 
him again: trH ast thou seen the treas­ 
ures of the hail?” 
In the P salm ist’s 
w ritings I hear the v oices of the se a : 
“ Deep calleth unto deep ;” and the roar 
of forests: * ‘The Lord shakeih the w il­ 
derness of « Kadesh;” and the loud p eal 
of the b lack tem p est: “ The G oa of 
glory thu n d ereth ;* and the rustle of 
the long silk on the well filled husks: 
“ The v alleys are cov ered w ith c orn ;” 
and the cry of w ild b easts: ‘ ‘The young 
lions roar after their p rey;” the hum 
of p alm trees and cedars:' “ The right­ 
eous shall flourish like a p alm tree; he 
shall grow like a cedar in L eb anon;” 
the sough of w ings and the sw irl of 
fins: “ D om inion ov er the fow l of the 
a ir and the fish of the sea.” 
PRESENTATION OF CHRISTIAN TRUTHS. 
The tru ths of the gosp el m ight hav e 
b een p resented in techuical term s, and 
b y the m eans of dry definitions hut 
u n d er these the w orld w ould not nav e 
listened or felt. 
H ow could the safety 
of tru stin g up on C hrist hav e b een p re­ 
sented, were it not for the figure of a 
rock? 
H ow could the gladdening ef­ 
fect of the gosp el hav e b een set forth, 
had not Z acharias thou ght of thedav v n 
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of the m orning, exclaim ing: “ The 
day sp ring from on high hath v isited 
us to giv e Ifkht to them tha t sit in 
darkness.” 
How could the soul’s in ­ 
tense longing for C hrist hav e b een 
p resented so well as b y the em b lem of 
n atural hu n ger and n atu ral thirst? As 
the lake gathers into its b osom the 
shadow of hills around, and the gleam 
of stars ab ov e, so, in these great deep s 
of div ine tru th, all ob jects in nature 
emdly reflected. 
W e w alk forth 
s sp ring tim e, and ev erything 
b reathes of the R esurrection. 
B right 
b lossom and sp ringing grass sp eak to 
us of the com ing up or those w hom we 
hav e lov ed, w hen in the w hite rob es 
of their joy and coronation they shall 
ap p ear. 
A nd w hen in the au tu m n of the 
year n atu re p reaches thousands of 
funeral serm ons from the text, “ W e 
all do fade as a leaf,” and scatters her 
elegies in ou r p ath, we cannot help 
b ut thin k of sickness and the tom b . 
E v en w inter, “ b eing dead, v et sp eak 
e th.” 
The world will not b e argued 
into the right. 
It w ill b e tenderly il­ 
lustrated into the right. 
Tell tnem 
w hat religion is like. 
W hen the 
m other tried to tell her dying child 
w hat heav en was she com p ared it to 
light. 
“ B ut tha t ha rts m y eyes,” 
said the dyin g girl. 
T hen the m other 
com p ared heav en to m usic. 
“ B ut an y 
sound hurts m e; I am so w eak,” said 
the d yin g child. 
Then she was told 
tha t heav en was like m other's arm s. 
“ Oh, take m e there !” she said. 
“ If it 
is like m other’s arm s, take me the re !” 
The ap p rop riate sim ile had b een found 
at last. 
A nother contrib ution 
w hich 
the 
natural w orld is m aking to the k in g­ 
dom of C hrist is the defense and aid 
w hich the elem ents are com p elled to 
giv e 
to 
the 
C hristian 
p ersonally. 
T here is no law in n atu re b u t is sw orn 
for the C hristian ’s defense. 
In Job 
this thou ght is p resented as a b argain 
m ade b etw een the inanim ate creation 
and the righteous m an: “ Thou shalt 
he in league w ith the stones of the 
field.” 
W hat a grand thou ght that 
the lightnings, and the tem p ests, and 
the hail, a n a the frosts, w hich are the 
enem ies of unrighteousness, are all 
m arshaled as 
tne C hristian's b ody 
guard. 
They fight for him . 
T hey 
strike w ith an arm of fire, or eluten 
w ith their fingers of ice. 
E v erlasting 
p eace is declared b etw een the fiercest 
elem ents of n atu re an d the good m an. 
They m ay in their fu ry seem to b e in­ 
discrim inate, sm iting dow n the right­ 
eous w ith the w ickea, yet they cannot 
dam age the Cffiristi&n’s » p ul, althou gh 


they m ay shriv el his b ody. 
The w in­ 
try b last tha t how ls ab out v ou r dw ell­ 
ing you m ay call you r b rother, and 
the south w ind com ing up on a Ju n e 
^ 7 *>y w ay of a flow er garden you m av 
call you r sister. 
T hough soin ightv in 
circum ference and diam eter, the sun 
and the m oon hav e a sp ecial charge 
concerning you. 
“ The sun shall not 
sm ite thee b y day, n or the m oon b v 
night. 
E lem ents an d forces hidden 
iu the earth are now harnessed and at 
w ork in p roducing for v ou food and 
clothing. 
Som e grain field tha t you 
nev er saw p resented you this day w ith 
you r m orn in g m eal. 
The great earth 
and the heav ens are the b usy loom at 
w ork for you ; and shooting']ight, and 
silv ery stream , and sharp lightn in g 
are on ly w ov en threads in the great 
loom, w ith G od’s foot on the shuttle. 
THE STUDY OF NATURAL OBJECTS. 
Now I in fer from this tha t the study 
o f n atu ral ob iects w ill increase ou r re­ 
ligious know ledge. 
If D av id an d Job 
and John an d P au l could not afford to 
let go w ithout ob serv ation one p assing 
cloud, or rift of snow , or sp rin g b los­ 
som, you can n ot afford to let them go 
w ithout study. 
Men and wom en of 
God m ost em inent in all ages for faith 
and zeal indulged in such ob serv a­ 
tions—Paysou and B axter and Dod­ 
dridge and H an n ah More. 
T hat m an 
is not w orthy the nam e of C hristian 
who saunters listlessly am ong these 
m agnificent disclosures of div ine p ow ­ 
er around, b eneath and ab ov e us, 
stup id and uninstructed. They are not 
w orthy to liv e in a desert, for tha t has 
its fountains and p alm trees; nor in 
regions of ev erlasting ice, for ev en 
there the stars kindle their lights, and 
auroras flash, and huge iceb ergs shiv er 
in the m orn in g light, and G o Îs p ower 
sits up on them as up on a great white 
throne. 
Y et there are C hristians in 
the chu rch w ho look up on all such 
tendencies of m kid and heart as soft 
sentim entalities, an d b ecause they b e­ 
liev e this p rinted R ev elation of God 
are content to b e infidels in regard to 
all that has b een w ritten in this great 
hook of the univ erse, w ritten in letters 
of stars, iu p aragrap hs of constella­ 
tions, an d il lu stra tea w ith sunset and 
thu n d er cloud and sp ring m orning. 
I infer, also, the trausceudeut im ­ 
p ortance of C hrist’s religion. N othing 
is so far dow n, and n othin g is so high 
up , and n othin g so far Qut, hut God 
m akes it p ay tax to the C hristian re­ 
ligion. 
If snow and tem p est am i 
dragon are exp ected to p raise God, 
sup p ose you he exp ects no hom age 
from you r soul? W hen God has w rit­ 
ten his tru th up on ev erythin g around 
you, sup p ose you he did not m ean v ou 
to op en you r eyes and read it? 
F in ally, I learn from this sub ject 
w hat an honorab le p osition the C hris­ 
tian occup ies w hen n othin g is so great 
and glorious in n atu re hut is m ade to 
edify, defend and in stru ct him . 
Hold 
up you r heads, sons and d aughters of 
the Lord A lm ighty, tha t I m ay see 
how you b ear you r honors. 
Though 
now you m ay thin k yourself unb e 
friended, this sp rin g’s soft w ind, and 
next su m m er’s harv est of b arley, and 
next au tu m n I 
next w inter 
elem ents, zep hyran d eu roclyd on , rose’s 
b reath and thundercloud, gleam ing 
light and thick darkness, are sw orn to 
defend you, and cohorts of angels 
w ould fly to deliv er you from p eril, 
and the great God w ould unsheath his 
sw ord and arm the univ erse in v our 
cause rather than that harm should 
touch you w ith one of its lightest fin- 
5 
ers. “ As the m ountains around ab out 
erusalem , so the Lord is arou n d ab out 
his p eop le from this tim e forth for 
e v e r m o r e .”
